According to a statem ent is­ 
sued by the White House, new 
regulations to be put into effect 
October 16 will ban the shipment 
of scrap iron to all countries, in­ 
cluding Japan, except Great Brit­ 
ain and nations of the Western 
Hemisphere. 
Foreign trade experts estim ate 
that during the last several years 
Japan has purchased approximate­ 
ly 90 percent of its scrap iron im­ 
ports in this country. 
This metal 
is essential In the manufacture of 
shrapnel shells and also has been 
melted down by the Japanese for 
the manufacture of tanks, guns 
and other types of war materials.

Permanent Training System 


May Be Urged; Details For 


Registration Ready 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26—The 
next congress will bo asked to 
make the present five-year draft 
law permanent, it was learned to­ 
day as details for registration of 
16,500,000 men of conscription age 
20 days hence were worked out 
between national and state draft 
officials. 
Informed circles also predicted 
that the congress convening in 
January would be asked to lower 
the age lim it for compulsory mili­ 
tary training from 21 to 18 years. 
Many state adjutant generals, 
attending a conference with na­ 
tional draft board officials in the 
capital, 
endorsed 
lowering 
the 
age limit. 
They included Brig. 
Gen. Eliard A. W alsh of Minne­ 
sota. 
He said: 
“I think it was a grave mistake 
not to place the age minimum at 
18 years in the first place. 
Prob­ 
ably 95 percent of the youngsters 
finish 
preliminary 
schooling 
at 
that age, and it would be the best 
time to place them in training.” 
Iowa’s 
adjutant. 
Brig. 
Gen. 
Charles H. Grahl, pointed out: 
“Such a minimum would per­ 
mit most boys to serve their year 
in 
training 
without 
disrupting 
plans for their life ahead. 
I be­ 
lieve it should bo done.” 
Permanent System Planned 
Meanwhile, it was learned that 
a plan for a permanent system of 
universal 
training will 
be pre­ 
pared on Capitol Hill. 
The state adjutants came to 
Washington to receive final and 
detailed instructions on carrying 
out registration of all men be­ 
tween the ages of 21 and 35, in­ 
clusive, on October 16. 
All of 
them 
assured 
national 
officials 
that registration would be carried 
out without a hitch. Most report­ 
ed that regular election machin­ 
ery of the states would be used. 
South Carolina, however, planned 
to use its educational plant. 
The state officials, who will act 
as military advisers in setting up 
conscription machinery, also re­ 
ported that plans for setting up 
the 6,500 local boards throughout 
the country are about complete. 
For instance, Illinois will have 284 
boards, Iowa 112, Minnesota 250, 
New York 525 and Pennsylvania 
420. 
Announcement of personnel of 
local boards aw aits naming of a 
national draft board head. 
Al­ 
though President Roosevelt signed 
the draft bill IO days ago, be has 
yet to nominate the man who will 
fill the 610,000-a-year job of ad­ 
ministrator of the selective serv­ 
ice system . 
He is expgcted to 
make the appointment this week. 
Another development expected 
soon is promulgation by the Pres­ 
ident of regulations for “classifi­ 
cation and selection” of the con­ 
scripts once registration is over. 
Preparation of the rules, which 
will set up provisions for defer­ 
ment of men in so-called essential 
Jobs in industry, is the toughest 
job confronting the draft board. 
The rules also will cover defer­ 
m ents 
or 
“exem ptions” 
to 
be 
granted 
those 
with 
dependents. 
The provisions of the act regard­ 
ing occupational and dependency 
deferments are so broad, draft 
board lawyers stated, that great 
eare must be taken to forestall 
draft-dodging and possible favor­ 
itism. 
Working with the draft board 
on the regulations is President 
Roosevelt's 
special six-man 
ad­ 
visory draft 
committee,

Osborne told the board 
that regulations must be drawn 
Impartially to preclude unfavor­ 
able reaction from the people.

FORTRESSES, BOMBERS TO BE SOLD 
W 
ASHINGTON — Twenty-five of the 
Army’s famed “Flying Fortresses” 
and an equal number, or more, of the 
Navy’s powerful twin-engined PBY patrol 
bombers will soon be sold to Britain. 
The negotiations, now nearing com­ 
pletion, have been going on for several 
weeks simultaneously with conversations 
regarding the securing of air and naval 
bases on strategic British islands in the 
Pacific. 
The British are urgently in need of 
long-range, great weight-carrying planes 
of the “Flying Fortress” and PBY type. 
Lack of ships of this kind is a vital weak­ 
ness in British air power. 
They have no 
planes capable of operating east of Berlin, 
which makes it impossible to strike at some 
of the Nazis’ key war production centers 
located in what were formerly Austria 
and Czechoslovakia. 
A fleet of 25 “Flying Fortresses”, 
which have a cruising radius of over 5,000 
miles, would bring war home to the Ger­ 
mans where it would hurt most. 
Also, 
the British could strike smashing blows 
at Italian industries— and Italy is the 
Achilles heel of the Axis. 
The naval PBYs are needed in the cru­ 
cial 
Mediterranean 
struggle. 
With' a 
range of 4,000 miles, these mighty flying 
boats could destroy Italian submarines, 
transports and supply ships. 
Italy bas to 
transport everything she needs in her Af­ 
rican offensive across the Mediterranean, 
and the PBYs could cripple this jugular 
vein. 
These planes also are needed to meet 
the impending assault on Gibraltar, key 
to British control of the Mediterranean. 
They also would put Britain in a much 
stronger position to meet the threat of 
Spanish intervention.

•TWO newspaper men, an executive editor

U. S. SUPPLY 
The Army has a total of 59 “ Flying 
Fortresses” plus a number of others in pro­ 
duction, which are coming from the fac­ 
tory at the rate of about seven a month. 
In addition to buying 25 of those now 
in service, the British also would like to 
make an arrangement to obtain every 
other new ship. 
Army officials say this 
would not delay U. S. rearming, but would 
enable the manufacturer to expand his 
facilities and achieve a greater output. 
The Navy 
is amply supplied with 
PBYs. 
It already has 196 in service and 
200 more being produced at the rate of 
one every 36 hours. 
The newr ships are considerably fasted 
and more powerful than most of the 196 
in service. 
Navy heads declare that fifty 
of these planes could be spared without 
any impairment to Navy air power. 
The method of sale under considera­ 
tion is similar to the sale of obsolete dive 
bombers and surplus World W ar rifles, 
machine guns and munitions last spring. 
The planes would be turned in to the 
manufacturers, who would sell them to the 
British and credit the Army and Navy with 
the funds on purchase of new and better 
ships.

be prevented in men required to 
live for a long time on preserved 
food, by adding fresh lemon or 
lime juice to the daily fare. An­ 
other was the tropical disease, 
beri-bcri, that Eijkman proved, in 
1889, to be preventable by using 
whole rice instead of milled rice. 
One discase everyone recognized 
as a deficiency disease par excel­ 
lence was called pellagra. It con­ 
sisted in a scruffiness of the skin, 
especially of the exposed parts— 
hands and neck. There was a sore, 
scruffy eruption on the neck called 
the “Casal collar,” after the man 
who first described it. There was 
n sore tongue, and fissures around 
the mouth, as well as general de­ 
bility and diarrhoea and other dis­ 
turbances of digestion. 
Restricted Diets 
All over the world it was found 
among people who lived on artifi­ 
cially preserved foods. Typically, 
in the United States it was found 
in remote districts in the south— 
among the cabin folk of mountains 
or swamps—those who lived on 
coffee and canned beans, and salt 
jfork, all through the winter. To 
see one of these folk sitting cut in 
the early spring sunshine, with his 
listless expression and*scruffy red 
hands and face, you just knew he 
bad had a hard bout with the win­ 
ter supply of corn pone and mo­ 
lasses and bacon. 
But the scientists have had the 
most amazingly unsuccessful time 
tracking down the special food ele­ 
ment that causes pellagra. They 


thought it belonged lo the Vitamin 
B group—the cereals, etc. But 
Vitamin B they found contained a 
number of elements—Bi prevented 
neuritis. B* was then separated 
out and supposed to be the cause 
of pellagra. 
But a very recent and interest­ 
ing development is that lack of B» 
will cause a part of pellagra, but 
not all of it. B* is chemically iden­ 
tified as riboflavin. 
Science Makes a Test 
Scbrcll and Butler produced in 
IO to 18 women maintained on a 
deficiency diet (cornmeal, grits, 
wheat flour, rice, sweet potatoes, 
cabbage, collards, fat pork, lard, 
cane sugar and vitamin-free case­ 
in), a condition consisting of pal­ 
lor of the lips, in the angle of the 
mouth, followed by maceration, 
and the appearance of superficial 
transverse fissures which some­ 
times extended onto the skin, and 
a greasy exfoliation on the skin 
folds of the nose and the ears. 
These manifestations were re­ 
lieved by the administration of 
synthetic riboflavin. Nicotinic acid, 
which cures pellagra, did no good. 
It is believed that riboflavin defi­ 
ciency is a common deficiency dis­ 
ease in the southern United States. 
Pellagra in fully developed form 
must be due to the absence in the 
diet of a number of food factors. 
A substance called nicotinic acid, 
which is part of Vitamin B, and 
can be isolated from plants will 
relieve the symptoms of pellagra, 
but used alone as an addition to a 
deficiency diet it will not prevent 
it. Chemically it is not the same 
as riboflavin.
